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PASSENGER TRAFFIC 
DOUBLED MONDAY 


After a week of uncertainty, the 
railroad service out of Wilmington 
, to Boston has been increased to 
a frequency almost that of thirty 
years ago. The increase, planned 
by the Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority, became effect- 
ive Monday morning. 

Thirty years ago there were 
twenty-two trains a day, from 
Wilmington to Boston, The number 
dropped, over the intervening 
years, to fifteen in recent months, 
Now it 1s up to twenty-one, 

Trains leave the Wilmington de- 
pot nearly on a half hour schedule, 
from 6;10 am to 11 pm daily, and 
from Boston to Wilmington they 
leave at the same frequency, but 
with the last train being at 11:30pm. 

Anthony Robbins of Lockwood 
Road, who has purchased the old 
depot and from which he now 
operates the Depot Real Estate 
Company, told the Town Crier 
that the number of passengers 
was twice normal, Monday, Pass- 
engers were coming from New 
Hampshire, Lowell, Lawrence, 
Haverhill and other places to which 
there 1s now no service, andpark- 
ing their cars in his yard, in the 
Middlesex County Bank yard, and 
in Weinberg’s. Mr. Robbins charg- 
es for parking in his yard, There 
is no charge for parking at the 
Middlesex Cuunty Bank, or at 
Weinberg’s, 

Leo LeBlanc, railroad conductor 
told the Town Crier that there were 
practically no passengers, on the 
last- two runs he made Monday 
night. One paying passenger was 


on the next to last run, and three 
Passengers operating on passes 
on the last train for Wilmington, 

Only one train a day now oper- 
ates beyond Wilmington, up the 
‘Wildcat’ towards Lawrence and 
Haverhill, It passes, but does not 
stop, southbound, in the morning 
at about 8 am, and then returns, 
again without a stop at Wilming- 
ton, about 5 pm, 

The railroad station is taking 
on a new look, under the auspices 
of Mr, Robbins, He has painted 
the outside, and is now painting 
the inside, He has put in a new 
ceiling, and a new heating system, 
New toilets are to be installed, 
and in the spring he is planning 
to hot top the parking yard, 

A ticket agent is on duty from 
6 am to 3;30 pm, Robbins is 
particularily proud of th fact 
that his railroad station w... he 
only one to have the new schedules 
printed, and ready for patrons on 
Monday morning, The schedules, 
of course, also advertise the 
Depot Real Estate,

IN LEGISLATURE 


‘Two bills in the Massachusetts 
Legisiature which may affect the 
future of Wilmington are slated for 
an early hearing, according to Rep. 
Fred Cain, They presumably will 
be heard in the next two weeks al- 
though no date has yet been set. 

No official copies of the bills 
are yet available. 

House bill 1865 isabill toamend 
the Town Charter of Wilmington 
with respect to the powers of the 
Town Manager. 

House Bill 2640 is for Civil Ser- 
vice for certain town employees. 
As submitted to the legislature, 
and before it had passed through 
the office of legal counsel it read: 

*Be it enacted, etc. 

Section i. Any general or special! 
law notwithstanding, the provision 
of Chapter rhirty-one of the Gene- 
ral Laws shall apply to all offices 
and positions, including but not 
limited to the heads of major de- 
partments, subject to appointment 
by the Town Manager or Board of 
Selectmen in the Townof Wilming-_ 
ton as provided in Chapter 592 of 
the Acts of 1950, as amended except 
as such offices and positions are 
specifically excluded by the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of this Act. 

Section 2, The tenure of office 
of the permanent encumbent (on 
December 2, 1964) (who has hadat 
least three months service in said 
position) (or, if said office or posi- 
tion has been vacated thereafter 
by death or resignation or retire- 
ment) on the effective date of this 
Act, of any such office or position 
shall be unlimited subject, however 
to the provisions of civil service 
laws and rules; provided that the 
encumbent of any such officer or 
position in the classified official 
service on said effective date shall 
be subjected by the Division of 
Ctvil Service to a qualifying exam- 
ination, and, if such encumbent 
passes said examination, he shall 
be certified for such office or pos- 
ition, and shall be deemed to be 
permanently appointed thereto with 
out being required to serve any 
Probationary period, 

Section 3, The following offices 
and: positions ‘in the Town of Wil- 
mington subject to appointment by 
the Town Manager or Board of 
Selectmen are specifically exclud- 
ed from the Provisions of Chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws: 

(1) Members of all boards and 
commissions, including but not 
lmited to the Board of Assessors; 

(2) The Town Manager; 

(3) The principal assessor; 

(4) Positions in the classified 
official and classified labor ser- 
vices in the office of the Town 
Engineer other than the Town En- 


gineer; 

(5) Positions in the classified 
official service in the library de- 
partment, including the Librarian; 

(6) The Town Counsel and as- 
Sociate or assistant Town Counsel 

Section 4, This Act shall be sub- 
mitted for acceptance tothe voters 
of said town at the annual town 
meeting in the current year in the 
form of the following question, 
which shall be placed upon the of- 
ficial ballot to be used for the 
election of town officers at said 
meeting;-‘Shall an act passed by 
the General Court in the year nine~ 
teen hundred and sixty-five, enti- 
tled ‘An act placing certain offices 
and positions in the Town of Wil- 
mington under the civil service 
laws and rules, be accepted?’ If 
& majority of the votes in answer 
to sald question is in the affirma- 
tive, then this act-shall take effect, 
but not otherwise.’
